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In summary applicant generally argues that none of the references disclose a second port of portable fob configured for communication with 
a second port of sensor responsive to engagement and/or proximity subsequently communicating from the first wireless port of the portable 
fob to the server to configure the sensor or component. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Gutierrez clearly disclsoes a first wireless port communicating with a server and at least a sensor and exchanging information for the sensor 
to join the network, i.e., bluetooth adhoc devices in a scatternet sending information to a master device via another bluetooth adhoc device. 
Once a given wireless adhoc device is in communicable range, it would be engaged and in proximity to e.g. an intermediary adhoc device. 
Then all signature or identification information would be provided by the given wireless adhoc device to the intermediary adhoc device in 
order to allow the given wireless device to configure itself to join the network . Since the intermediary device is the closest hop to the given 
device, the intermediary device would relay all the information to the rest of the network nodes including the master adhoc device. 
The only teaching not disclosed by Gutierrez is the portable fob and the sensor does not have a separate second port to perform part of 
functions performed by the first and only port of Gutierrez's wireless device. 
Therefore, examiner introduced Ueda. 

Ueda discloses a first and second port in a portable fob. The portable fob communicates with the second port of sensors using a separate 
port and communicates with the server or control unit 80 on a separate port (see figs. 1 and 4). 
Therfore, the claims remain rejected over the prior art. 
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
